The following Act is passed by the Hon?ble the 
President of the Council of India in Council on 
the 1ith of August 1849, with the assent of the 
Most Noblé the Governor General of India, which 
has been read and recorded, 


Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for gene- 
ral information. 


Acr No. XI, or 1840. 
For securing the Abkaree Revenue of Calcutta. 


For better securing the Abharec Revenue of 
Calcutta it ie enacted as follows: © 


I. Act I. 1842, Act XXVI_ 1843, Section 26, 
Regulation If, 1802, of the Bengal Code, and fo 
much of Clause CLIX., of an Act of Parhament, 

mbered Chapter LIL, of the Statutes passed in 

e Thirty-third Year of the reign of King George 
the Third, as relates to the sale of Arrach or other 
Spirituous Liquors, within the Town of Calcutta, 
and to the punishment of unlicensed Traders in 
Spirits or Spirituous Liquors, within the said 
Town, are repealed, 

IY. The collection of the Revenue arising 
from the retail sale of Spirituous or Fermented 
Liquors and intoxicating drugs, within the Town 
of Calcutta, shall be under the chaige of the Col- 
lector of Caleutta, whe shall perform the duties 
connected therewith under the controul of the 
Commissioner of Abkaree and the Board of Cus- 
toms, Salt and Opium; and all proceedings of 
the Collector held under this Act shall be subject, 
with or without appeal, to their revision. 

II. The Collector may appoint Constables, 
Daurogahs, Jemadars, Burkundauzes, and other 
Officers, for collection of the said Revenue and 
wevention of Smuggling ; and the Officers so 
ippomted, beside their ordinary respective desig- 
rations, shall be styled “ Abkaree Officers.”

For better securing the Abkaree Revenue of 
Calcutta, It is enacted as follows: 


J. Act I. 1842. Act XXVI. 1845, Section 26, 
Regulation I], 1802, of the Bengal Code, and so 
much of Clause CLIX., of an Act of Parliament, 
numbered Chapter LIL., of the Statutes passed in 
the Thirty-third Year of the reign of King George 
the Third, as relates to the sale of Arrack or other 
Spirituous Liquors, within the ‘Town of Calcutta, 
and tothe punishment of unlicensed Traders in 
Spirits or Spirituous Liquors, within the said 

own, are repealed. 

. JJ. The collection of the Revenue arising 
from the retail sale of Spirituous or Fermented 
Liquors and intoxicating drugs, within the Town 
of Calcutta, shall be under the charge of the Col- 
lector of Calcutta, who shall perform the duties 
counected therewith under the controul of the 

ommissioner of Abkaree and the Board of Cus- 
toms, Salt and Opium; and all proceedings of 
the Collector held under this Act shall be subject, 
with or without appeal, to their revision. 


‘NII. The Collector inay appoint Constables, 
Darogahs, Jemadars, “Burkundanzes, and other 
Officers, for collection ofthe said Revenue and 
prevention of Smuggling; and the Officers so 
appointed, beside their ordiuaty respective depig- 
nations, shall be styled “ Abkaree Officers.” 


IV. Every person who shail sell, by retail, any 
Spirituous or Fermented Liquors or intoxicatin, 
drugs, hereinafter specified, within the Town o: 
Calcutta, without a license for that purpose under 
the hand and seal of the Collector of Calcutta. 
shall be liable to a fine, not exceeding five hyndred 
Rupees, for each sale: but this enactment shall 
not apply to wholesale dealers selling such small 
quantities of Beer, Wines or Spirits, as may 
appear to the Collector to be intended only as 
sumples, 

V. Asale of English or Foreign Beer, Wine or 
Spirits, in any quantity, not exceeding two gallons, 
or of Bengal Arrack or Run or other country spirit 
in any quantity not exceeding one seer, or of 
Tauree in any quantity not exceeding four seers, 
or of Ganjah or Bhang or any preparation or ad- 
mixture of the same, in any quantity not exceed- 
ing one quarter of a seer, or of Churrus, Opium, 
Chundoo, or Muddut, or any preparation or ad- 
mixture of the same, in any quantity not exceed- 
ing the weight of five tolahs, shall be deemed a 
retall sale within the meaning of this Act. 


Vi. The sale of Bengal Arrack or Rum, or 
other country Spirit, or of Tauree, or of Ganjah, 
or Bhang, or any preparation or admixture of the 
same, or of Churrus, Opium, Chundoo, or Mud- 
dut, or any preparation or admixture of the same, 
in quantities larger than those specified for each 
Article in Section V., of this Act, is prohibited ; 
aud every person, who shall act in breach of this 
prohibition, shall be liable to the fine prescribed in 
Section AV., for the illicit possession of these 
Articles: but this prohibition does not apply 
to the sale of Spiritnous or Fermented Liquors 
aud intoxicating drugs, imported into Calcutta 
under passes from the Collector, or other Officer 
duly empowered in that behalf, and supplied 
by wholesale to Heensed retail Dealers, or to the 
sale of Bengal Rum under bond for exportation 
by Sea, or to the sale of Opium intended for 
exportation by Sea, and covered by a Certificate 
to that effect, issued under the authority of the 
Board of Customs, Salt and Opinm. 


Vil. The Board of Customs, Salt and Opium 
shall have authority, at all times, to regulate the 
form of licenses to be granted under this Act, and 
to alter and add to the conditions thereof. 


VIII. Lvery person taking out a license for 
the retail sale of Spirituous or Fermented Liquors, 
or intoxicating drugs under this Act, shall exeente 
a counterpart engagement in exact conformity 
with the tenor of such license. 

IX. Whenever a license shall be granted 
under this Act, the Collector shall be authorised 
to demand, in consideration of the privilege grante | 
ed, such fee, tax or duty as may, from time to time, 
be fixed, with the sanction of the Board of Cus- 
toms, Salt and Opium ; and such fee, tax or duty, 
may be made payable in advance, or at euch 
period as may be settled by the Collector. 


X. The Collector may withhold or retall a 
license, if any such fee, tax or duty be not duly 
co according to the conditions upon whith the 
icense is granted, or in case of a ‘breach of any of 
the other conditions thereof ; or with the sancti 
of the Commissioner of Abkaree, for any dther 
cause, giving one month’s notice of auch with- 
drawal; and any person selling, by retail, any 
Spirituoys or Fermented Liquors, or intoxignting 
drugs above specified, within the Tote of (al- 
cutta, whilat guch leense is withhe}d,.or after it is 
recalled, shall be subject .to all the penalties pro- 
vided by this Act forthe unlicensed sale of Spiri- 
tuous or Fermented Liquors, or intoxicating druga. 
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XL Any licensed retail Dealer may surrender 
his license, on giving fifteen days’ previous hotice 
to the Collector, and paying a sum equakto the 
tax for that time, over and above the suri pay~ 
able under the license. 


XII. It shall not be lawful for the Justices of 
the Peace for the Town of Calcutta to grant a 
license td opeh or establish or keep open any 
Hotel, Panth House, Boarding House, or any 
other House of public entertainment, within the 
Town of Calentta, in which any spirituous or 
Fermented Liquors or intoxicating drugs, above 
specified, may be sold, to any person who has not 
taken out a license for the retail sale of such 
liquors and drugs; and any such license, granted 
by any Justice of the Peace, shall become void, 
whenever the license for the retail of such liquors 
and drugs, granted to such person, is withheld or 
recalled by the Collector under this Act. 


XIII. The Collector, after demand made in 
writing, may levy any arrear of tax or duty, due 
on account of any license granted under this Act, 
by distress and sale of the goods and chattels of the 
person from whom the same is due; provided that 
no such arrear shall be recoverable after the end 
of two years next after the same shall have become 
due, or next after an acknowledgment of the same 
in writing shall have been given by the person by 
whom the same is payable. 


XIV. A breach of any of the conditions ofa 
license granted under this Act shall, beside entail- 
ing for feiture of the license, be punishable by a 
fine not exceeding fifty Rupees; and such fine 
shall be recoverable from the licensed Dealer, not- 
withstanding that such breach may have been owing 
to the default or carelessness of the servant or 
other person in charge of the shop. 


XV. Any person, not being a licensed Dealer, 
having in his possession, and any person carrying 
within the Town of Calcutta, any greater quantity 
of spirituous or fermented liquors or intoxicating 
drugs above specified, or any preparation or ad- 
misture of the same, except English and Foreign 
Beer, Wines and Spirits, than the quantity spe- 
cified for exch Article in Scction V. of this Act, 
and not being protected by a pass or permit from 
the Collector, or other Officer duly empowered 
in that behalf, shall be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding five hundred Rupecs, except in the case of 
Opium ; and in the case of Opium, to a fine not 
exceeding the rate of sixteen Rupees for each seer 
found in the possession of, or carried by, such 
person ; and if such last mentionel fine shall not 
amount to five hundred Rupees, such persou shall 
be liable to a farther fine, not exceeding such sum 
as ‘shall make the total fine imposed amount to 
five hundred Rupees. 


XVI. Beside the penalties above specified for 
the illicit sale, possession, and carrying of spiritu- 
ous or fermented liquors or intoxicating drugs, all 
such liquors and drugs found in the possession of 
any offender against this Act shall be seized and 
confiscated ; and the vessels, packages and cover- 
ings in which stich liquors and drugs are found, 
and the animals and conveyances used in carrying 
them shall also be liable to seizure and confiscation. 


XVII. Any Abkaree Officer ith the rank of 
&.peon.or ehupregsy miny enter and inspect at any 
time, by anak by yh) and any Abkaree Officer 
may enter an pt..by ape louse of shop in 
which any ticensed Qenter aholl carry on the sale 
of spixituous ‘or formiented liquors, or intoxica- 
ting dyaga, >. 


_ AVITL. Every person holding a license for the 
sale of spirituous or fermented liquors or intosi- 
cating druga shall keep such license at the house 
or shop specified in the license, and shall shew 
the license on the demand of any Abkaree Officer 
who shall desire to see the same; and any licensed 
Dealer, who shall refuse or be unable to produce 
his license, on the demand of any Abkaree Officer, 
shall be liable toa finc not exceeding two hundred 
Rupees. 

XIX. Any Abkaree Officer may stop and de- 
tain any person carrying any spirituous or fer- 
mented liquors or intoxicating drugs, without a 
pass, or otherwise liable to confiscation under 
this Act, and may seize the liquors or drugs, with 
the vessels, packages and coverings in which the 
liquors or dPugs are found, and the animals and 
conveyances used in carrying them. 


XX. If the Collector has good reason to 
believe, either from information given by any 
Abharee Officer or other person, to be taken down 
in writing, or from his own knowledge, or from 
the proceedings in any other case, that any spi- 
rituous or fermented liquors or intoxicating drugs, 
liable to confiscation under this Act, are kept or 
concealed in any place, the Collector, by warrant 
under his hand, may empower any Abkarec Officer, 
above the rank of Jemadar of Peons, between sun- 
rise aud sunset, but always in the presence of a Con- 
stable or other Officer of the Peace, to enter into 
every such place, where any stich liquors or drugs 
are suspected to be kept or concealed, and to seize 
and carry away such Jiquors or drugs; and, in 
case of resistance, to break open any door, and to 
force and remove any other obstacle to such 
entry, search, seizure or removal, as aforesuid ;

or fermented liquors, or intoxicating drugs, in 
contravention of this Act, shall be liable to a fine, 
not exceeding five hundred Rupees, or to impri- 
sonment in the Common Jail, fora period not ex~- 
ceeding six months, or to both. 


XXIV. Every person, who shall obstruct or 
molest any Abkaree Olficer, or any prison acting, 
in aid of such Officer, in the due execution of 
this Act, shall be liable tu a fine, not eaceeding 
five hundred Rupees ; and such person shall be fur- 
ther liable, if an affray or breach of the peace shall 
happen in consequence of his resistence, on con- 
viction of the same before a competent tribunal, to 
such punishment as is prescribed by Jaw for cases 
of affray and breach of the peace, in wddition 
to the penalty above prescribed for resistance of 
process. 

XXV. Any Abkaree Officer, who shall delay 

arrying to the Collector any persou arrested or 
any illicit articles seized under this Act, or who 
shall neglect to report the particulars of an arrest, 
seizure or search, within twenty-four hours there- 
after, shall be lable to a fine, not exceeding two 
hundred Rupees. 


XXVI. Any Abkaree Officer, who shall 
vexatiously and unnecessarily seize the goods or 
chattels of any person, on the pretence of seizing 
or searching for illicit: spirituous or fermented 
liquors, or intoxicating drugs, er who shall 
vexatiously and unnecessaily arrest any person, 
or commit any other excess, not required for the 
execution of his duty, shall be liable to a fine, not 
exceeding five hundred Rupces. 

XXVIII. Any Officer employed in the Abkaree 
Department, who shall unlawfully release or con- 
nive at the escape of any pe:son arrested under 
this Act, or connive at the sale of spirituous or 
fermented liquors, or intoxicating drugs, without 
license, or by uny licensed dealer, contrary to the 
terns of such license, or act in a manner incon- 
sistent with his duty, for the purpose of enabling 
any person to do any thing, whereby any of the 
provisions of this Act may be evaded or broken, 
or the Abkaree Revenue defranded, shall be Lable 
to a fine, not exceeding five hundred Rupees, 

XXVIII. Any Abkaree Officer, who shall asi or 
take any gratuity, not authorized by any Law or 
Order of Government, or of the Board of Customs, 
Salt and Opium, in consideration of doing, or of 
omitting to do avy act in his official capacity, and 
any person, who shall offer a bribe to any sueh 
Officer, in order to induce such Officer to actin a 
manner inconsistent with his duty, shall be liable, 
for every such offence, to a fine, not exceeding five 
hundred Rupees. 


XXIX. Whenever any goods or chattels shall 
be seized by an Abkaree Dfficer, as liable to con- 
fiscation under this Act, such seizure shall, upon 
information, exhibited by order of the Collector, be 
heard and determined in a summary way, by any 
Justice of the Peace for the Town of Calcutta; 
and such Justice shall cause the persons to whom 
such goods and chattels belong to be summoned 
to appear before him, and upon their appearance 
or default shall examine into the cause of the 
'geizure thereof, and give judgment ; and if such 
judgment shail be fur confiscation of the goods or 
chattels seized, shall issue his warrant to the Col- 
fector for the sale or disposal thereof, according 
to auch orders as the Collector may receive from 
the Board of Customs, Salt and Opium. 


XXX. Whenever any goods or chattels shall 
be seized as aforesaid, and within one Calendar 
month no person shall appear before the Collee- 
tor to’ claim the same, the Justice shall examine 
into the cause of the seizure, at a place and time 
of which notice shall have been given by the Col- 
lector in the Calcutla Gazette, and give judg- 
ment for the confiscation of such of the goods 
and chattels, as, upon such examination, shall ap- 
pear to him liable to forfeiture; and, upon confis- 
cation thereof, shall issue his warrant for the dis- 
posal of them, as if the owner had been summoned 
to attend the said Justice. 


XXXII. All fines leviable under this Act, ex- 
cept under Section XAXVIII., shall be adjudged 
by any Justice of the Peace for the Town

All fines levied under this Act, the 
disposal of which is not specially provided? for, 
shall belong to Government; but the Board of 
Customs, Salt and Opium may grant any portion 
thereof, not exceeding one-half, as rewards to 
Informers, or as compensation ‘to parties injured 
by any proceedings under this Act, 
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XXXV. No Writ of Certiorari shall be is- 
sued at the suit of any party out of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature, to supersede, stay, remove or 
in anywise affect any information or judicial pro- 
ceeding before any Justice of the Peace, in pursu- 
ance of this Act, and no judgment thereupon 
shall be quashed, except fur crror of law apparent 
on the face of the judgment. 


XXXVI. When any penalty or confiscation

The following Act is passed by the Hon’ble 
the President of the Council of Tndia in Council 
on the 18th of August 1849, with the assent of the 
Right Hon’ble the Governor General of India, 
which has been read and recorded. 


Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for gene- 
ral information. 


Act No. XLII. or 1849. 
To prevent the Smuggling of Salt into Calcutta. 


Kor preventing the smuggling of Salt into Cal- 
cutta, It is enacted as follows : 


J. The Governor of Bengal may establish as 
many Chokies as he shall deem necessary for pre- 
venting the smuggling of alimentary salt into the 
Town of Calcutta, and upon that part of the 
River Hooghly which lies within the Jocal juris- 
diction of the Supreme Court, and such Chokies 
shall be under the charge of an Officer to be 
styled ‘© The Superintendent uf Salt Chokies,” 
who, in the exercise of hig functions, shall be 
subject to the control of the Board of Customs, 
Salt and Opium. 


Il, he Superintendent may, appoint Daro- 
enhs, Mohnrrers, Jemadars, Burkundauzes, and 
other Officers to assist him in the discharge of 
his dutics; and the Officers so appointed, besiile 
their ordinary respective designations, shall be 
styled * Officers of Salt Chokies.” 

Jit. Excepting salt imported by sea, and 
stored under bond, aa provided by Act No. XXV. 
1836, it shall not be lawful ta ausport alimen- 
tary Suit into the Town of Caleutta, or to carry 
such Suk within the said-‘Towu, or upon the River 
Hooghly; a3 aforesaid, in excegg of the quantity 
of ten seers of eighty tolaha to the seer, or to 
store ‘such Salt within the said Tawp in quantities 
exceeding GNe mound, except.under a Rowannah, 
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or Special Pass, from the Board of Customs, Salt 
and Opium, ora Charchittee, or Pass from the said 
Superintendent, to be granted under such rules, 
ee | on the payment of such fees, as the said Board 
shall direct. ; 

IV. All alimentary Salt, found within the said 
Town, or upon the River Hooghly, as aforesaid, 
in contravention of this Act, shall be deemed con- 
traband and liable to seizure and confiscation ; 
and if several persons shall be found carrying 
Salt, unprotected by a Rowannah, or Charchittee, 
us aforesaid, in gangs, or companies, which Salt 
phall excced in the whole quantity ten seers, such 
Salt shall be deemed contraband; but no Salt, 
found in store in any house or warehouse, shall be 
decmed to be contraband, unless, when the search 
is made, there shall be fonnd mort thereof than 
one maund, and the owner or person in charge 
shall be unable to account, satisfactorily, for the 
manner of its being found in his possession. 


V. If any person shall carry, or attempt to 
carry, Within the said Town, or upon the River 
Hooghly, as aforesaid, under a Rowannah, 
or Charchittee, a greater quantity of salt 
than shall be therein specitied, the excess 
shall be deemed contraband, and if such excess 
is found to be more than one-fortieth part of 
the quantity so specified, the whole quantity 
shall be deemed contraband, and Hable to scizure 
and confiscation ; and the gomastah, or other per- 
son in charge of the Salt shal be liable to a fing 
of ten Rupees for every maund of Salt in excess 
of the quantity specified in the said document: 
And the excess shall be calculated upon the whole 
despatch as provided in Section IL, Regulation 
LV. 1832, of the Bengal Code. 


VI. The provisions contained in Sections 
XXXVI. to XLVIL., both inclusive, Regulation 
X. 1819, and in Regulation IV. 1832, of the 
Bengal Code, as to the preparation, currency, 
renewal, production, endorsement, delivering up 
und falsifying of Rowannahs, or other protective 
documents, shall be applicable within Calcutta, 
nnd on the River Hooghly as aforesaid. 


VU. Whenever any Salt shall be seized as con- 
traband, the vessels, packages and coverings, in 
which such Salt shall be found, and the animals 
and conveyances used in carrying it, shall also be 
ligble to seizure and confiscation. 


VIII. All persons in whose possession Contra- 
trabund Salt shall be found, except in the cave 
provided for by Section V. of this Act, shall be 
liable to a fine, calculated at a rate, not exceeding 
five Rupees for each maund, upon the guantity so 
found and each one of a party of smugglers, or of 
the parties to the fraud on the Revenue, shall be 
liable to the whole fine. 


IX. The Superintendent of Salt Chokies, 
and any of his Subordinate Officers, and any 
Officer of any other Department, whom the Go- 

vernor of Bengal shall authorize in that behalf, 

may stop and detain any person removing, or 
carrying any Salt, without a Rowannah or Char- 

chittee, or otherwise liable to confiscation under 

this Act; and may seize the Salt, with the veseels, 

packages and coverings, in which the Salt is 
_ found, and the animals and conveyances used in 
-garrying it. 

X. If the Superintendent has good reason to 
“believe, either from information given by any of 
hig Subordinate Officers or other person, to be 
talon down in writing, or from his own knowledge, 
«ar from the proceedings in any ether cnee, that 
Contraband Salt, exceeding in quaniiepone maund, 
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any illicit articles seized, 


is stored in any place, it ehall be bawful for 
him, between sunrise and sunset, but always in 
the presence of a Constable, or other Officer of 
the Pence, to enter into every such place where 
any such Contraband Salt as aforesaid, is suspected 
to be stored, and to seize and carry away the 
same; and, in case of resistance, to break open 
any door, and to force and remove any other 
obstacle to such entry, search, seizure or re- 
moval as aforesaid; and to arrest and detain the 
owner or occupant of the premises, with all 
parties whom he suspects to be concerned in the 
unlawful storing whom he shall find on the pre- 
mises: and if the Superintendent shall not be 
able to proceed in person to make the seizure 
be may, by warrant under his hand, empower 
any Officer of Salt Chokies, above the rank of 
a Jemadar of Peons, to make the same; and 
the Officer s0 authorized shall proceed in the 
same manner, and with the same powers, as 
above provided in respect of the Superintendent 
himself. Provided that, where there js ground 
to suspect that such Contraband Salt as aforesaid 
is concealed in any zenana, the Superintendent 
or Officer authorized as aforesaid shall follow, 
as closely as may be, the rules for the seizure 
of property so concealed, adopted by the Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort William. 


XI. AN Constables, and other Ministerial 
Officers of the Peace, are required to help the 
Superintendent and his Subordinate Officers, and 
other Officers authorized to make a seizure of 
Salt, in the due execution of this Act, upon notice 
given or request made by the Superintendent, or 
any such Officer. Any Officer, who, without 
Lawful excuse, shall refuse or neglect to help as 
aforesaid, on being required to do so, shall be 
liable to a fine, not exceeding five hundred Rupees. 


AIT. Whenever a seizure of Salt in store, in 
any place, shall be made by the Superintendent, 
the facts of the seizure shall be recorded in’ an 
Official proceeding to be placed on record in his 
Office ; and if the seizure shall be made by a 
Subordinate Officer, such Officer shall report the 
circumstances, within twenty-four hours, to the 
Superintendent. 


XIII. very person, who shall maliciously 
give false information against any person for im- 
porting or transporting, or in respect of there 
being in any house or shop any Salt, in con- 
travention of this Act, shall be Hable to a fine, not 
exceeding five hundred Rupees, or to imprison- 
ment in the Common Jail fora period not exceed- 
ing six months, or both. 


X1V. Every person, who shall obstruct or mo- 
lest the Superintendent, or any Officer of Salt 
Chokies, or any Officer of another Department 
duly authorized to make a seizure of Salt, or any 
person acting in aid of the Superintendent, or 
any Officer, as aforesaid, in the due execution of 
this Act, shall be liable to a fine, not exceeding &ve 
hundred Rupees: and such person shall be further 
liable, if an affray or breach of the peace shall hap- 
pen in consequence of his resistance, on con- 
vietion of the same before a competent tribunal, 
to auch punishment as is preacribed by law«for 
cases of uffray and breach of the pence, in:addi- 
tion to the penalty above prescribed for resistance 
of process. = 


XV. Any Officer of Salt Chobies, or: any 
Officer of another Department, duly rei to 
make a seizure of Salt, who,’ without, reasonable 
cause, shall delay carrying any -péreou arrested; or 
this Act, to the 
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Superintendent, or neglect to report the pacticu- 
lars of an arrest, seizure or search, within twenty- 
four hours thereafter, shall be liable to a fine, not 
exceeding two hundred Rupees. 


XVI. Any Officer of Salt Chokies, or any 
Officer of another Department, as aforesaid, who 
shall vexatiously and unnecessarily seize the goods 
or chattels of any person, on the pretence of scizing 
or searching for Contraband Salt, or who shall 
vexationsly or unnecessarily arrest any person, or 
commit any other excess, not required for the ex- 
ecution of his duty, shall be liable toa fine, not ea- 
ceeding five hundred Rupces. 


XVII. Any Officer employed in the Salt Cho- 
kie Department, or any Officer of another Depart- 
ment, as aforesaid, who shall connive at the 
smuggling of Salt, or unlawfully release or con- 
nive at the escape of any person arrested under 
this Act, or act in a manner inconsistent with 
his duty, for the purpose of enabling any person to 
doany thing, whereby any of the provisions of this 
Act may be evaded or broken, or the revenue 
derived from Salt defrauded, shall be liable to a 
fine, not exceeding five hundred Rupees. 


XVIII. Any Officer employed in the Depart- 
ment of Salt Chokies, or any Officer of another De- 
partment, as aforesnid, who shall ask or take any 
gratuity, not authorised by any law, or order of 
Government, or of the Board of Customs, Salt 
and Opium, in consideration of doing or of omitting 
to do any act in his official capacity, and any 
person, Who shall offer a bribe to any such Officer, 
in order to induce such Officer to act in a manner 
inconsistent with his duty, shall be lable, for every 
such offence, toa fine, not exceeding five hundred 
Rupees. 


XIX. Whenever the Superintendent shall 
arrest any person, or shall seize any Contraband 
Salt, he shall, with all convenient despatch, carry 
the person arrested, with the Salt, and any other 
chattels liable to confiscation, seized therewith, 
before any Justice of the Peace for the Town of 
Calcutta, and if the arrest or seizure shall be made 
by any of his Subordinate Officers, or other Officer 
duly empowered, such Officer shall immediately 
carry the person arrested, and the articles seized, 
to the Superintendent, who shall thereupon pro- 
ceed as if the arrest, or seizure had been made by 
himself. Provided, that nothing in this section 
shall he construed to prevent the Superintendent 
from releasing any persons arrested, or property 
seized when he considers such persons or property 
to have been improperly arrested or scized. 


XX. Whenever any Salt, or other chattels 
shail be seized by the Superintendent, or other 
daly authorized Officer, as liable to confiscation 
under this Act, such seizure shall. upon informa- 
tien exhibited by the Superintendent, be heard 
and determined in a summary way by such Jus- 
tice of the Peace as aforcsaid ; and such Justice 
shall cause the persons, to whom such Salt, or other 
chattels belong, to be summioned to appear before 
him, and, upon their appearance or default, shall 
examine into the cause of the seizure thereof, and 

ive judgment ; and upon confiscation thereof shall 

his ‘Warrant to the Superiutendent for the 

digpoaal thereof, according to the ordera of the 
Board. of Customs, Salt and Opium. 


XXJ. Whenever any Salt, or other chattels 
@hall -be seized, aa aforesnid, aud no person 
shall appear befare the Superintendent, within 
one calendar month, to claim the same, the Jue- 
tice shathremamine into the cause of the seizure, 
at a plass avid. time of which notice shall have 
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been given by the Superintendent in the Calcutta 
Gazette, and give judgment for the confiscation 
of such Salt and other chattels, as, upon such 
examination, shall appear to him confiscable ; and, 
upon confiscation thereof shall issue his warrant 
for the disposal of them, as if the owner had been 
summoned to attend the said Justice. 


AXIT. All fines, leviable under this Act, shall 
he adjudged by any Justice of the Peace for the 
Town of Calcutta, and the said Justice, upon infor- 
mation exhibited before him by the Superinten- 
dent, shall, with all convenient despatch, and not 
later than three calendar months after the act 
for which the fine may be demandable, summon 
the parties accused, and, upon their appearance ar 
default, shall examine into the matter, and upon 
due proof made thereof, by the voluntary confes- 
sion of the parties, or by the oath or solemn affir- 
mation, in cases whereiu a solemn affirmation is 
receivable by law instead of an oath, of one or 
more credible witnesses, shall give judgment ac- 
cordingly ; and, in default of payment of any fine 
to which an offender is adjudged, he shall be 
liable, by order of the said Justice, to imprison- 
menf inthe Common Jail of Calcutta for a period 
not exceeding six months, or until the fine is 
sooner paid. 

AXILL. Whenever any person shall be con- 
victed before any Justice, of an offence against 
ths Act, after having been previously con- 
victed of a lhe offence, he shall be liable, in 
addition to the penalty attached to such offence, 
fo imprisonment in the Common Jail, for a 
period not exceeding six months; and a like 
punishment of imprisonment, not exceeding six 
months, shall be incurred, in addition to the pun- 
ishment, which may be inflicted for a first offence, 
dae every subsequent conviction after the se- 
cond. 

XXIV. One-half of all fines levied from 
persons convicted of the illicit importation, trans- 
portation or storing of Salt, and of the proceeds 
from sale of articles confiscated, shall, upon ad- 
judication of the case, be awarded to the Officer, or 
Officers subordinate te the Superintendent, or 
other duly authorized Officer of another Depart- 
ment, who apprehended the offender or seized 
the illicit articles; and the other half of all such 
fines and proceeds shall be given to the Infor- 
mer; and if no fine is realized, the Board of Cus- 
toms, Salt and Opium may grant such reasonable 
reward, not exceeding the sum of two hundred Ru- 
pees, as may appear to them fit ; and such Officers 
and Informers shall further be entitled to the re- 
wards specified in Section IV., Act No. 1X. 1835. 
Provided, that the Board of Customs, Salt and 
Opium may direct, by General Order, what classes 
of Officers of Salt Chokies shall receive rewards, 
and what classes shall have no title to share in 
them. 

XXV. All fines, levied under this Act, the 
disposal of which is not specially provided for, 
shail beluny to Government; but the Board of 
Customs, Salt and Opium may grant any portion 
thereof, not exceeding one-half, as rewards to In- 
formers, or as compensation to parties injured by 
any proceedings under this Act. 


XXVI. No Writ of Certtorart shall be issned 
at the suit of any party, out of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature, to supersede, stay, remove or in any- 
wise affect any information, or judicial proceeding 
befora any Justice of the Peace, in pursuance of 
this Act; and no judgment thereupon shall be 

uashed, except for error of law apparent on the 
face of the judgment, : 
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AXVIL. When any penalty or confiscation 
shall be adjudged by a Justice of the Peace under 
thig Act, the Board of Customs, Salt and Opium, 
within one month after judgment given, may call 
for the proceedings of the case, (with which re- 
quisition the Justice of the Peace shall be bound 
to comply) and, if they shall see cause, may direct 
that the seizure, or any part thereof be restored, 
and remit, or mitigate the penalty and discharge 
the party. 

XXVIII. All actions and prosecutions to be 
commenced against the Superintendent, or any 
Officer of Salt Chokies, or any Officer of another 
Department daly empowered to seize Contraband 
Salt, or any person acting in aid of the Superinten- 
dent, or other Officer, as aforesaid, for any thing 
done in pursuance of this Act, shall be commenc- 
ed within three calendar months after the fact 
committed, and not afterwards; and notice in 
writing of such action, and of the cause thereof, 
‘shall be given to the Defendant, one calendar 
month at least before the commencement of the 
action ; and no Plaintiff shall recover in any such 
action, if tender of sufficient amends shall have 
been made before such action brought, or if after 
action brought a sufficient sum of money shall 
have been paid into Court, with costs, by or on 
behalf of the Defendant. 


XXIX. The term alimentary Salt as used in 
this Act shall be held to include and apply to 
Noonchye, Puchwah, and every other kind of salt 
substance, used as a seasoning for foud.

The following Draft of a propased Act was 
read in Council for the first time on the Pith of 
August 1849. 


Act No. of 1849. 


An Act to enable improvements to be made in 
Towne. 


Whereas Act No. X. 1842, was passed for 
enabling the inhabitants of any place of public 
resort or residence, under the Presidency of Fort 
William, not within the Town of Calcutta, to 
make better provision for purposes connected 
with public health and convenience, but the said 
Act has proved ineffectual for the purpose, and 
it is expedient to amend the provisions thereof, 
and to extend the like powers to the inhabitants 
of Towns in the other Presidencies under the 
Government of the Kast India Company, It is 
enacted as follows: 


I. Act No. X. 1842, is repealed. 


UW. Wfit shall appear to the Governor or Go- 
vernor in Council, or Lieutenant Governor of any 
Presidency or Place within the Territories under 
the Government of the East India Company, that 
the inhabitants of any Town or Suburb, not within 
the Town of Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, are 
desirous of making better provision for making, 
reptiring, cleaning, lighting, or watching any 

public streets, roads, drains, or tanks, or for the 

revention of nuisances, or fur improving the 
eaid Town or Suburbs in any other manner, the 
said Governor or Governor in Council, or Liente- 
nant Governor may order thia Act te be put 
in Force within such Town or Suburb, 
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III. Whenever any application shall be‘made 
to the Government for puting this Act in force 
in any Town or Suburb, notice thereof shall be 
given in the Government Gazette of the Presi- 
dency, or place, setting forth the purposes of the 
application, and giving reasonable time for all 
inbabitants of such Town or Suburb, who are 
minded to declare themselves for or against the 
adoption of this Act therein, for such purposes or 
any of them. 


IV. The Governor or Governor in Council, or 
Lieutenant Governor shall take all such declarations 
into due consideration, and after the time allowed 
for receiving the same, shall make a final order, 
which shall be published in the Government Gazette, 
to the effect that the application appears, or does 
not appear, fo be according to the wishes of the 
inhabitants, either wholly, or in respect to one or 
more of the purposes in respect of which it is 
made; and if the whole or any part of it shall 
appear to be aceording to the wishes of the inha- 
bitants, then that this Act shall be thenceforth 
in furee in such ‘Town or Suburb, for such pur- 
poses only as shall be mentioned in the order. 


V. Whenever any such order shall be made 
and published as aforesaid, this Act shall come 
into force within the said Town or Submib, for 
such purposes a8 are mentioned in the order, and 
the mahing and publication of the said Order 
shall be conclusive evidence that the provisions 
of this Act have been complied with, and that it 
is thenceforth in forece within the said Town or 
Suburb, for such purposes as are mentioned in the 
Oider. 

VI. Whenever this Act shall come into foree 
inany Town or Suburb, the Governor or Go- 
vernon ta Council, or Licautenant Governor shall 
appoint such number of the inhabitants thereof 
to be the first Commissioners for putting the 
Act in foree as to hin shall appear necessary, 
and shall give authority to them to prepare Rules 
for more effectually accomplishing the purposes 
for which they are appointed ; which Rules, when 
approved by the Governor or Governor in Conn 
ci, or Lieutenant Governor, shall be of the same 
foree within the said Town or Suburb, until 
altered or rescinded as hereinafter provided, as if 
they were inserted in this Act. 


VII. The Rules to be prepared by the said 
Commissioners shall provide, among other things, 
for those following, that is to say: 


1. The number of Commissioners, and the 
time during which the Commissioners first tp 
pointed and their suceessors shall continue in 
Oifice, and the choice of Commissioners from 
time to time by the cin ee with the addi- 
tion af such persons holding OMice under the 
fast India Company in the suid Town or Subnrb 
as shall appear in each case expedient, and the 
filling of casual vacancies among the Commis- 
sioncrs. : 


2. The appointment and management of all 
necessary Officers and Servants of the Com- 
missioners, and the salaries to be allowed to 
them. 


3. The definition of the persons or property 
within the Town or Suburb to be taxed for raisin 
the monies necessary for the purposes of the’Aét, 
the amount or rate of the taxes ‘to be’ im} wed, 
the manner of raising and ‘collecting’ theiny And 
ensuring the safety and due applitatloa of thém 
when collected, iar ene ED eet he 
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4. The manner in which from time to time 
the Rules in force are to be amended or tescind- 
ed, and new Rules are to be made, with the ap- 
proval in every case of the Governor or Governor 
in Council, or Lieutenant Governor. 


5, The definition and prohibition of nuisances 
within the Town or Suburb. 


6. The imposition of reasonable penalties for 
breach of any Rule made by the Conimissioners, 
not exceeding fifty rupees, or in the case of con- 
finuing nuisance, not excceding five rupees for 
every day that such nuisance is continued. 


VIII. = TheCommissionersappointed or chosen 
from time to time shall have full power to make 
all necessary contracts, for the purposes of this 
Act, and apply the taxes raised as aforesaid in the 
necessary works, and in payment of their Officers 
and Servants, and in the other expenses incident 
to the execution of this Act within the said Town 
oy Suburb. 


IX. No Commissioner shall be personally lia- 
ble for any contract made by the Commissioners 
on behalf of the inhabitants of such Town or 
Suburb; but every Commissioner shall be Hable 
for any misapplication of the monies collected, tou 
which he shall have been knowingly party or 
privy, or which shall have happened through 
gross neglect of hia duty, and shall be dable to 
he sued for the same as for money due to, and it 
the suit of the Bast India Company. 


X. The Commissioners and also every one 
of their Officers and Servants employed in  put- 
ting this Act in force, shall be deemed in the 
Public Service of the Hast India Company, within 
the meaning of Act No. ( ) FSI9, and cach 
of them shall be liable to be punished accordingly 
for any fraudulent breach of hus trust. 

XI. ‘The Governor or Governor in Council, or 
Lientenant Governor shall be empowered forth- 
with to suspend, or dismiss from his Office any 
Commissiuner, by whose continuance in Office it 
shall appear that the safety or efficiency of the 
trust is endangered, and no Coumissioner go dis- 
missed shall be cligible for re-appointment. 


XII. The powers of Act No. I. 1839, for the 
recovery of fines, shall be applied for the recovery 
of all arrears of taxea and penalties under this 
Act; and every Magistrate shall put in force the 
powers of the suid Act No. If. 1830 for that 
purpose, whenever thereunto required by the 
Commissioners, or any of their Officers deputed 
by them for the purposes of enforcing payment 
of arrears of taxcs imposed under this Act. 


XIII. No rate made under this Act shall be 
invalid for defect of form, and it shall be enough 
in any such rate on property, or any Assessment 
of value for the purpose of making such rate, if 
the property rated or assessed shall be so described 
ag to be generally known, and it shall not be 
necessary to name the owner or occupier thereof, 


XIV. All moveable property found in any 
house or building or upon any land assessed under 
this Act may be seized, and sold by warrant of a 
Magistrate fur payment of any arrear of tax laid 
on such house, building or land under this Act. 


XV. All Commissioners acting in execution 
of this Act shall, on or before the last day of 
April in every year, make up aud seud to the Go- 
vernor or Governor in Council, or Licutenant Go- 
vernor, an account.of all works executed by them, 
and of all sums received and spent by them in 
the foregoing year, in such form and with: such 
vouchers withe Governor or Governor in Council, 


or Lieutenant Governor shall from time to time 
order. 

XVI. The Governor or Governor in Council, 
or Lieutenant Governor may, at any time, suspend 
the operation of this Act in any Town or Suburb. 
aud appoint ay person or persons to examine 
and report upon the behaviour of the Commis- 
sioners, or any of them, or their Officers in the 
execution of this Act. 

Ordered, that the Draft now read be published 
for general information. 


Ordered, that the said Draft be re-considered at 
the first meeting of the Legislative Council of 
India, after the Lith day of November. next.

An Act for the forfeiture to Government of depo- 
sits made on incomplete sales of land under 


Regulation VIL, of V9, and Act IV. of 1846. 


Whereas Putneedars and judgment Debtors 
fraudulently avail themselves of the provision in

The following Act is passed by the Hou’ble the 
President of the Council of India in Counei on 
the Lith of August 1849, with the assent of the 
Most Noble the Governo: General of India, which 
has been read and recorded. 
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Oidered, thatthe Act be promuigated for gene- 
ral wiformation. 


Act No. XI. or 1849, 
For securing the Abkaree Revenue of Calcutta. 


For better securing the Abharee Revenue of 
Caleutta, It is enacted as follows: 


I. Act I. 1842, Act XAXVI. 1845, Section 26, 
Regulation IT. 1802, of the Bengal Code, and so 
much of Clause CLIX., of an Act of Parhament, 
numbered Chapter LI., of the Statutes passed in 
the Thirty-thid Year of ee reign of King George 
the Third, a3 relates to tl anle of Arrack or other 
Spirituous Liquors, within the Town of Calcutta, 
and to the punishment of unlicensed Traders in 
‘Spirits or Spiricuons Liquors, within the said 
‘Town, are repealed. 


Il. The collection of the Revenue arising 
from the retail sale of Spirituous or Fermented 
Liquors and eet peng drugs, within the Town 
of Calcutta, shall be under the charge of the Col- 
Jectar of Calcutta, whe shall perform the duties 
connected therewith under the controul otf the 
Commissioner of Abkaree and the Board of Cus- 
‘toms, Salt and Opium; and all proceedings of 
the Collector held under this Act shall be subject, 
with or without appeal, to their revision. 


Hil. The Collector may appoint Constables, 
Darogahs, Jemadurs, Burkundauzes, and other 
Officers, for collection of the said Revenue and 
‘prevention of Smuggling ; and the Officers so 
appointed, beside their ordinary reapective desig- 
‘mations, shall be styled “ Abkaree Officers.” 


IV. Every person who shall sell, by retail, any 
Spirituous or Henucnied Liquors or intoxivating 
drugs, hereinafter specified, within the Town of 
Calcutta, without a license for that purpose under 
the hand and seal of the Collector of Calcutta, 
shall be liable to a fine, not exceeding five htindted 
Rupees, for each sale: ‘but this enactinerit shall 
ade apply to wholesale deblers selling such’ small’ 
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quantities of Beer, Wines or Spirits, as. may 
appear to the Collector to be intended only as 
samples. | 


V. Asale of English or Foreign Beer, Wine or 
Spirits, in any quantity, not exceeding two gallons, 
or of Bengal Arrack or Rum or other country apirit 
in any quantity not excceding one seer, or of 
Tauree in any quantity not exceeding four seers, 
or of Ganjah or Bhang or any preparation or ad- 
mixture of the same, in any quantity not exeeed- 
Ing one quarter of a seer, or of Churrus, Opium, 
Chundoo, or Muddut, or any preparation or ad- 
miature of the same, in any quantity not exceed- 
ing the weight of five tolahs, shall be deemed a 
retail sale within the meaning of this Act. 


Vi. The sale of Bengal Arrack or Rum, or 
other country Spirit, or of Tauree, or of Ganjah, 
or Bhang, or any preparation or admixture of the 
same, or ot Churrus, Opium, Chundoo, or Mud- 
dut, or any preparation or admixture of the same, 
in quantities larger than those specified for each 
Article in Section V., of this Act, is prohibited ; 
and every person, who shall act in breach of this 
prohibition, shall be liable to the fine prescribed in 
Section XV., for the illicit possession of these 
Articles: but this prohibition does not apply 
to the sale of Spirituous or Fermented Liquors 
and intoxicating dings, imported into Calcutta 
under passes fiom the Collector, or other Officer 
duly empowered in that behalf, and supplied 
by wholesale to licensed retail Dealers, or to the 
sale of Bengal Rum under bond for exportation 
by Sca, or to the sale of Opium intended for 
exportation by Sea, and covered by a Certificate 
to that effect, sued under the authority of the 
Board of Customs, Salt and Opium. 


VIL. The Board of Customs, Salt and Opium 
shall have authority, at all times, to regulate the 
form of licenses to be granted under this Act, and 
to alter and add to the conditions thereof. 


Vill. Every person taking out a license for 
the retail sale of Spirituous or Fermented Liquors, 
or intoxicating drugs under this Act, shall execute 
a counterpart engagement in exact conformity 
with the tenor of such license. 


IX. Whenever a license shall be granted 
under this Act, the Collector shall be authorised 
to demand, in consideration of the privilege grant- 
ed, such fee, tax or duty as may, from time to time, 
be fixed, with the sanction of the Board of Cus- 
toms, Salt and Opium ; and such fee, tax or duty, 
may be made payable in advance, or at such 
period as may be settled by the Collector. 


X. The Collector may withhold or recall a 
license, if any such fec, tax or duty be not duly 
pad according to the conditions upon which the 
icense is granted, or in case of a breach of any of 
the other conditions thereof ; or with the sanction 
of the Commissioner of Abkaree, for any other 
canse, giving one month’s notice of seach with- 
drawal; and any person gelling, by retail, any 
Spirituous or Fermented Liquors, or intoxivating 
drugs above specified, within the Town of Cal- 
sae areca license is withheld, or after it, is 
recalled, shall t to all the 1B prO- 
vided ty ‘this Pee cpa oa : 
tuous or Fermented Liquors, or intoxicating drugs. 


_XI. Any licensed retail Dealer may surrender 
hia license, on giving fifteen days’ previous notice 
. the Ca ae . paying — — to the 
ax fot thet tind, ovar and above the: au - 
‘Wbie unde? the license. ee ee 
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XII. It shall not be lawful for the Justices of 
the Pence for the Town of Calcutta to grant a 
license to open or establish or keep open any 
Hotel, Punch House, Boarding House, ox any 
other House of public entertainment, withiu the 
Town of Caleutta, in which any spirituous or 
Fermented Liquors or intoxicating drugs, above 
specified, may be sold, to any persun who has not 
taken out a license for the retail sale of such 
liquors and drugs; and any such Jicense, granted 
by any Justice of the Peace, shall become void, 
whenever the license for the retail of such liquors 
und drugs, granted to such person, is withheld or 
recalled by the Collector under this Act. 


XIII. The Collector, after demand made in 
writing, may levy any arrear of tax or duty, due 
on account of any license granted under this Act, 
by distress and sale of the goods and cliattels of the 
person from whom the same is due; provided that 
no such arrear shall be recoverable after the end 
of two years next after the same sball have become 
due, or next after an acknowledgment of the same 
in writing shall have been given by the person by 
whom the same is payabic. 


XIV. A breach of any of the condiions ofa 
licenge granted under this Act shall, bes.de entail- 
ing for feiture of the license, be punishable Ly a 
fine not exceeding fifty Rupees; and such fine 
shall be recoverable from the hcensed Dealer, note 
withstanding that such breach may have been owing 
to the default or carelessness of the servant or 
other person in charge of the shop. 


XV. Any person, not being a licensed Dealer, 
having in his possession, antl any person carrying 
within the Town of Calcutta, any greater quantity 
of spirituous or fermented liquors or intoxicating 
drugs above specified, or any preparation or ad- 
mixture of the same, except Mnglish and Foreign 
Beer, Wines and Spirits, than the quantity spe- 
cified for each Article in Section V. of this Act, 
and not being protected by a pags or permit from 
the Collector, or other Officer duly empowered 
in that behalf, shall be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding five hundred Rupecs, except in the case of 
Opium ; and in the case of Opium, to a fine not 
exceeding the rate of sixteen Rupees for each seer 
found in the possession of, or carried by, such 
person ; and if such last mentionel fine shall not 
amount to five hundred Rupees, such person shall 
be liable to a further fine, not excecding such sum 
as shall make the total fiue imposed amount to 
five hundred Rupees. 


AVI. Beside the penalties above specified for 
the illicit sale, possession, and carrying of spiritu- 
ous or fermented liquors or intoxicating drugs, all 
such liquors and drugs found in the possession of 
any offender against this Act shall be seized and 
confiscated ; and the vessels, packages and cover~ 
ings in which euch liquors and drugs are found, 
and the apimala and conveyances used in carrying 
them shall also be liable to seizure and confiscation.

IX. Any Abkaree Officer may stop and de- 
tain any person carrying any spirituous or fer- 
mented liquors or intoxicating drugs, without a 
pass, or otherwise liable to confiscation under 
this Act, and may seize the liquors or drugs, with 
the vessela, packages and coverings in which the 
liquors or drugs are found, and the animals and 
conveyances used in carrying them. 


XX. If the Collector has good reason to 
believe, either from information given by any 
Abkaree Offictr or other person, to be taken down 
in writing, or from his own knowledge, or from 
the proceedings in any other case, that any api- 
rituous or fermented liquors or intoxicating drugs, 
liable to confiscation under this Act, are kept or 
concealed in any place, the Collector, by warrant 
under his hand, may empower any Abkaree Officer, 
above the rank of Jemadar of Peons, between gun- 
rise and sunset, but always in the presence of aCon- 
stable or other Officer of the Peace, to enter into 
every such place, where any such liquors or drugs 
are suspected to be kept or concealed, and to seize 
and carry away such liquors or drags; and, in 
case of resistance, to break open any door, and to 
force and remove any other obstacle to such 
entry, search, seizure or removal, as aforesaid ; 
and to arrest and detain the owner or occupier of 
the premises, with all parties whom he sue- 
pects to be concerned in the unlawful keeping or 
concealing of such liquors or drugs, whom he 
shall find on the premises: provided that, where 
there is ground to suspect that such liquors or 
drugs are unlawfully concealed in any zenana, the 
Officer charged with the execution of the warrent 
shall follow, as closely as may be, the rules for the 
seizure of property so concealed, adopted by the 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William. 


XX. All Constables, and other Ministerial 
Officers of the Peace are required to help the 
Abkaree Officers in the due execution of this 
Act, upon notice given, or request made by any 
such Abkaree Officer: and any Officer who, with- 
out lawful excuse, shall refuse or neglect to assist 
as aforesaid, on being required to do so, shall 
be liable to the penalty prescribed by Section 
XXVII of this Act for Abkaree Officers conniy- 
ing at the escape of a person arrested under this 
Act. 

XXII. Whenever any Abkaree Officer, duly 
authorized under this Act, shall arrest any person, 
or shall seize any spirituous or fermented liquors 
or intoxicating drugs, or shall enter any house or

XXII. Every person, who shall maliciously 
give false information.against any person, for being 
engaged in the unlicensed gale of spirituous or fer- 
mented liquors, or intoxicating drugs, or for hav- 

,ing ja hia possession, or carrying, or in respect 
of'there being in any honee or shop any spirituous 
. 0¢ fermented liquors, or intoxicating drugs, in 
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contravention of this Act, shall be liable to a fine, 
not exceeding five hundred Rupees, or to impri- 
sonment in the Common Jail, for a period not cx- 
ceeding six months, or to both. 


XXIV. Every person, who shall obstruct or 
molest any Abkaree Officer, or any person acting, 
in aid of such Officer, in the due execution of 
this Act, shall be liable to a fine, not eaceeding 
five hundred Rupees; and such person shall be far- 
ther liable, if an affray or breach of the peace shall 
happen in consequence of his resistance, on cou- 
viction of the same before a competent tribunal, to 
such punishment as is prescribed by law for cases 
of affray and breach of the peace, in addition 
to the penalty above prescribed for resistance of 
process. 

XXV. Any Abkaree Officer, who shall delay 
carrying to the Collector any persou arrested or 
any illicit articles seized under this Act, or who 
shall neglect to report the particulars of an arrest, 
seizure or search, within twenty-four hours there- 
after, shall be liable to a fine, not exceeding two 
hundred Rupees. 


XXVI. Any Abkaree Officer, who shall 
vexatiously and unnecessarily seize the goods or 
chattels of any person, on the pretence of seizing 
or searching for illicit spirituous or fermented 
liquors, or intoxicating drugs, or who shall 
vexatiously and unnecessarily arrest any person, 
or commit any other excesa, not required foi the 
execution of hig duty, shall be lable to a fine, not 
exceeding five hundred Rupees. 


XXVIII. Any Officer employed in the Abkaree 
Department, who shall unlawfully release or con- 
nive at the escape of any person arrested under 
this Act, or connive at the sale of spirituous or 
fermented liquors, or intoxicating drugs, without 
license, or by any licensed dealer, contrary to the 
terms of such license, or act in a manner incon- 
sistent with his duty, for tne purpose of enabling 
any person to do any thing, whereby any of the 
provisions of this Act may be evaded or broken, 
or the Abkaree Revenue defrauded, shall be liable 
to a fine, not exceeding five hundred Rupees. 


XXVIII. Any Abkaree Officer, who shall ask o1 
take any gratuity, not authorized by any Law or 
Order of Government, or of the Board of Customs, 
Salt and Opium, in consideration of doing, or of 
omitting te do any act in his official capacity, and 
any person, who shall offer a bribe to any such 
Officer, in order to induce such Officer to actin a 
manner incousistent with his duty, shall be liable, 
for every such offence, to a fine, not exceeding five 
hundred Rupees. 


XXIX. Whenever any goods or chattels shall 
be seized by an Abkaree Officer, as liable to con- 
fiscation under this Act, such seizure shall, upon 
information, exhibited by order of the Collector, be 
heard and determined in a summary way, by any 
Justice of the Peace for the Town of Calcutta; 
and such Justice shall cause the persons to whom 
such goods and chattels belong to be summoned 
to appear before him, and upon their appearance 
er default shall examine into the cause of the 
seizure thereof, and give judgment ; and if such 
judgment shall be for confiscation of the goods or 
chattels seized, shall isaue bia warrantto the Col- 
lector for the sale or disposal thereof, according 
te such orders as the Collector may receive from 
the Board of Customs, Salt and Opium.

pear to him liable to forfeiture ; and, upon config. 
cation thereof, shall issue his warrant for the dia. 
posal of them, as if the owner had been summoned 
to attend the said Justice. 


XXXI. All fines leviable under this Act, ex- 
cept under Section XXXVIII., shall be adjudged 
by any Justice of the Peace for the Town 
of Calcutta, and the said Justice, upon infar- 
mation eahibited before him by order of the 
Collector, shall, forthwith summon the parties ac- 
cused, and upon their appearance or default shal] 
examine into the matter, and upou due proof made 
thereof, by the voluntary confession of the parties, 
or by the oath or solenin affirmation, in cases where- 
ina solemn affirmation iy receivable by law instead 
of an oath, of one or more credible witnesses, shall

Whereas the jurisdiction of the Sudder Adawlut 
of the Presidency of Bombay has been impaired 
by its removal to the Island of Bombay, within 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of judica- 
eds there, for remedy thereof, It is enacted as fol- 
OWS: 


I. The “Sudder Adawlut of the Presidency 
of Bombay, and the several Officers’ thereof 
shall habe the same authority in all respects, and 
all #étsiiive mhty be proceeded against and punished 
for costempt or disobedience d# the lawftl orders of 
the Giuet, ne for reblatance to the duwful autherity 
of any Offter.in execution ofany process or order 
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of the Court, ag if the Court were held in the 
Zillah nearest to the Island of Bombay. 


Il. The Acts and Orders of the said Sudder 
Adawlut, and of ita Officers, in execution of any 
process or‘ordér of the Court, shall not be 
liable to question in the Supreme Court of Ju- 
dicature at Bombay, further or otherwise than they 
might severally be questioned in the said Supreme 
Court, if the said Sudder Adawlut were held in 
the Zillah nearest to the Island of Bombay. 

It]. Any Criminal Court, having cognizance of 
any offence under Section XXXVL., Regulation 
II. 1827, of the Bombay Code, may issue a war- 
rant under the hand of the Judge, or one of the 
Judges, and the seal of the Court, for the arrest of 
the person aceused ; aud way conunit him to gaol, 
unless security Be given to the satisfaction of the 
Court for his appearance to answer‘the charge. 

IV. Offenders against Section XXXVI., Re- 
gulation IT. 1827, 0f the Bombay Code, may be 
tned and punished for the offence, after they have 
ceased to belong to the establishment of the Court 
to which they belonged at the time of committing 
the offence.

For preventing the smuggling of Salt into Cal. 
cutta, It is enacted as follows: 


}. The Governor of Bengal may establish as 
many Chokics as he shall deem necessary for pre- 
venting the smuggling of alimentary Salt into the 
Town of Calentta, and upon that part of the 
River Llooghly which lies within the local juris- 
diction of the Supreme Court, and such Chohkies 
shall be under the charge of an Officer to be 
styled ‘The Superintendent of Salt Chokies,” 
who, in the exercise of his functions, shall be 
subject to the control of the Board of Customs, 
Salt and Opium, 


Il. The Superintendent may appoint Daro- 
gahs, Mohurrers, Jemadars, Burkundauzes, and 
other Officers to assist him in the discharge of 
his duties; and the Officers so appointed, beside 
their ordinary respective designations, shall be 
styled “ Officers of Salt Chokies.” 


III. Excepting salt imported by’ sea, and 
stored under hond, as provided by Act No, XXV:: 
1836, it shall not be lawful to import alinien- 
tary Salt into the Town of Calcutta, or to carry 
such Salt within the said Town, or upon the River 
Hooghly, as aforesaid, in excess of the quantity 
of ten seers of eighty tolahs to the seer, or to 
store such Salt within the said Town in quantities 
exceeding one maund, except under a Rowannah, 
or cial Pass, from the Board of Custoins, Sal 
piuta, dra Churchittee, or Pass from the said 
Superintendent, to be ‘granted under such rules, 
ideo &he payment of such fees,.as the gaid Board 


¥> shadl direct. 
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IV. All alimentary Salt, found within the said 
Town, or upon the River Hooghly, as aforesaid, 
in coritravention of this Act, shall be deemed con- 
traband and lible to seizure and confiscation ; 
and if several persons shall be found carrying 
Salt, unprotected by a Rowannah, or Charchittec, 
as aforesaid, in gangs, or companies, which Salt 
shall exceed in the whole quantity ten seers, such 
Salt shall be deemed contraband; but no Salt, 
found in store in any house or warehouse, shall be 
deemed to be contraband, unless, when the search 
is made, there shall be found more thereof than 
one maund, and the owner or person ip charge 
shall be unable to account, satisfactorily, for the 
manner of its being found in his possession. 


V. If any person shall carry, or attempt to 
carry, Within the said Town, or, upon the River 
Hooghly, as, aforesaid, under a Rowannah, 
or Charchittee, a greater quantity of Salt 
than shall be therein specified, the excess 
shall be deemed contraband, and if such eacess 
is found to be more than one-fortieth part of 
the quantity so specified, the whole quantity 
shall be deemed contraband, and hable to seizure 
and confiscation ; and the gomastah, or other per- 
son in charge of the Salt shall be lable to a fine 
of ten Rupces for every maund of Salt in excess 
of the quantity specified in the said document : 
And the excess shall be calculated upon the whole 
despatch as provided in Section IL, Regulation 
IV. 1832, of the Bengal Code. 


VI. The provisions contained in Sections 
XXXVI. to XLVILI., both inclusive, Regulation 
X. 1819, and in Regulation ITV. 1832, of the 
Bengal Code, as to the preparation, currency, 
renewal, production, endorsement, delivering wp 
and falsifying of Rowannahs, or other protective 
documents, shall be applicable within Calcutta, 
and on the River Hooghly as aforesaid. 


VII. Whenever any Salt shall be seized as con- 
traband, the vessels, pachages and coverings, in 
which such Salt shall be found, and the animals 
and conveyances used In carrying it, shall also be 
liable to seizure and confiscation. 


VITI. All persons in whose possession Contra- 
traband Salt shall be found, except in the case 
provided for by Section V. of this Act, shall be 
liable to a fine, calculated at a rate, not exceeding 
five Rupees for each maund, upon the quantify so 
found ; and each one of a party of smugglers, or of 
the parties to the fraud on the Revenuc, shall be 
liable to the whole fine. 


IX. The Superintendent of Salt Chokies, 
and any of his Subordinate Officers, and any 
Officer of any other Department, whom the Go- 
vernor of Bengal shall authorize in that behalf, 
andy stop and detain any person removing, or

oaX. Ifthe Superintendent has good reason to 
believe, either from information given by any of 
his Subordinate Officers or other pergun, to be 
deken down in writing, orfrom his own knowledge, 
or from the proceedings in any other case, that 
Contraband Salt, exceeding in quantity one maund, 
i stored in any place, it- shalt be lawful for 
him, between sunriee and#unsst, but ulwayé in 
the resence of a Constable, or other Officer of 
the Peace, to enter into every such place where 
any such Contraband Salt as aforesaid, is guspected 
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to be stored, and to seize and carry away the 
same; and, in case of resistance, to bréak open 
any door, and to force and remove any other 
obstacle to such entry, search, seizure or ye. 
imoveljas aforesaid; and to arrest and detain the 
owner or occupant of the premises, with jj 
parties whom he suspects to be concerned in the 
unlawful storing whom he shall find on the pre- 
mises: and if the Superintendent shall not be 
able to proceed in person to make the seizure 
he may, by warrant under bis hand, empower 
any Officer of Salt Chohies, above the rank of 
a Jemadar of Peons, to make the same; and 
the Officer s0 authorized shall proceed in the 
Bame manner, and wilh the same powers, ag 
above provided in respect of the Superintendent 
himself.

Al. All Constables, and other Ministerial

any such Officer. Any Officer, who, without 
lawful excuse, shall refuse or neglect to help as 
aforesaid, on being required to do so, shall be 
liable to a fine, not exceeding five hundred Rupees.

derived from Salt defrauded, shall be Hable to a 
fine, not exceeding five hundred Rupees. 


XVIII. Any Officer emploved in the Depait- 
ment of Salt Chokies, or any Officer of another De- 
partment, as aforesaid, who shall ask or take any 
gratuity, not authorized by any law, or order of 
Government, or of the Board of Customs, Salt 
and Opium, in consideration of doing or of omitting 
to do any act in his official capacity, and any 
person, who shall offer a bribe to any such Officer, 
in order to induce such Officer to act In a manner 
inconsistent with his duty, shall be lable, for every 
such offence, toa fine, not exceeding five hundred 
Rupees. 


XIX. Whenever the Superintendent shall 
arrest any person, or shall seize any Contraband 
Salt, he shall, with all convenient despatch. carry 
the person arrested, with the Salt, and any other 
chattels Hable to confiscation, seized therewith, 
before any Justice of the Peace for the Town of 
Calcutta, and if the arrest or seizure shall be made 
by any of his Subordinate Officers, or other Officer 
duly empowered, such Officer shall immediately 
carry the person arrested, and the articles seized, 
to the Superintendent, who shall thereupon pro- 
ceed as if the arrest or seizure had been made by 
himself.

One-half of all fines levied from 
persons convicted of the illicit importation, trans- 
portation or storing of Salt, and of the proceeds 
from sale of articles confiscated, shall, upon ad- 
judication of the case, be awarded to the Officer, or 
Officers subordinate to the Superintendent, or 
other duly authorized Officer of another Depart- 
ment, who apprehended the offender or seized 
the illicit articles; and the other half of all such 
fines and proceeds shall he given to the Infor- 
mer; and if no fine is realized, the Board of Cus- 
toms, Salt and Opium may grant such reasonable 
reward, not excceding the sum of two hundred Ru- 
pees, as May appear to them fit ; and such Officers 
and Informers shall further be entitled to the re- 
wards specified in Section IV., Act No. TX, 1835. 
Provided, that the Board of Customs, Salt and 
Opium may direct, by General Order, what classes 
of Officers of Salt Chokies shall receive rewards, 
and what classes shall have no title to share in 
them. 

XXV. All fines, levied under this Act, the 
disposnl of which is not specially provided for, 
shall belong to Government; but the Board of 
Customs, Salt and Opium may grant any portion 
thereof, not exceeding one-half, as rewards to In- 
formers, or ag compensation to parties injured by 
any proceedings under this Act. 


XXVI. No Writ of Certzorart shall be issued 
at the suit of any party, out of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature, to supersede, stay, remove or in any- 
wise affect any information, or judicial proceeding 
before any Justice of the Peace, in pursuance of 
this Act; and no judgment thereupon shall be 
quashed, except for error of law apparent on the 
face of the judgment. 

XXVIL. When any penalty or confiscation 

“ghall be adjudged By a Justice of the Peace under 
thiy Avt, the Buard of Customs, Salt and Opium, 
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within one month after judgment given, may call 
for the proceedings of the case, (with which re- 
quisition the Justice of the Peace shall be bound 
to comply) and, if they shall see cause, may direct 
that the seizure, or any part thereof be restored, 
and remit, or mitigate the penalty and discharge 
the party. 

XXVIII. All actions and prosecutions to be 
commenced against the Superintendent, or any 
Officer of Salt Chokies, or any Officer of another 
Department duly empowered to seize Contraband 
Salt, or any person acting in aid of the Supesimten- 
dent, or other Officer, as aforesaid, for any thing 
done in pursuance of this Act, shall be commenc- 
ed within three calendar months after the fact 
committed, and not afterwards; and notice m 
writing of such action, and of che cause thercol, 
shall be given to the Defendant, one calendar 
mouth at least before the commenecment of the 
action ; and no Plaintiff shall recover in any such 
action, if tender of sufficient amends shall have 
been made before such action brought, or if after 
action bronght a sufficient sum of money shall 
have been paid into Court, with costs, by or on 
bebalf of the Defendant.

VIII. The Commissionersappointed or chosen 
from time to time shall have full power to make 
all necessary contracts, for the purposes of this 
Act, and apply the taxes raised as aforesaid in the 
necessary works, and in payment of their Officers 
aud Servants, and in the other expenses incident 
to the execution of this Act within the said Town 
or Suburb. 


IX. No Commissioner shall be personally lia- 
ble for any contract made by the Commissioners 
on behalf of the inhabitants of such Town or 
Suburb ; but every Commissioner shall be lable 
for any misapplication of the monies collected, to 
which he shall have been knowingly patty or 
privy, or which shall have happened through 
gross neglect of his duty, and shall be liable to 
be sued for the same as for money due to, and at 
the suit of the Kast India Company.
